LONDON, March 30 — The top 
floor of Munich’s "brown house,” 
headquarters of the Nazi party , 
was burned out as a result of the 
Roy al A ir Force raid on the city 
March 9, the air 
m inistry 
an­ 
nounced today . 
Several 
im portant 
industrial 
plants were wholly or partly de­ 
stroy ed by bombs and fire. Re­ 
connaissance photographs showed 
th a t 
50 
blocks 
of 
commercial 
buildings had been burned by fires 
which blazed for two day s. 
One and a half acres of the main 
machine shops of the Bay erische 
M otorenwirke which produces air­ 
craft and auto engines were devas­ 
tated.

are built, 1,000 square y ards of 
building were destroy ed.

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WASHINGTON, 
March 
30— 
Russia, it was learned authorita­ 
tively today , 
has 
accepted 
the 
American governm ent’s invitation 
to attend a general United Nations 
conference on postw ar food prob­ 
lems. 
The Russian acceptance is 
re­ 
garded of the utm ost im portance 
because it is 
the 
first 
definite 
move by the Soviet governm ent to 
cooperate with the other United 
Nations in discussing the solution 
of postw ar problems. 
For this reason, it has encourag­ 
ed the hope in American quarters 
th at the Soviets will be prepared 
at a later date to cooperate in the 
solution of other economic and po­ 
litical problems th at will confront 
the allies after the ax is powers 
have been defeated. 
It is, in effect, the first practi­ 
cal sign th at Russia may agree to 
Join with the other United Nations 
in establishing a better world or­ 
der rather than pursuing a 
lone 
hand after the war. 
Purpose of the forthcom ing food 
conference, which is now believed 
to be scheduled for the latter part 
of May , will be to ex plore the pos­ 
sibilities of reaching a joint under­ 
standing in respect to the postwar 
control and distribution of food on 
the world m arkets. 
The American governm ent hopes 
th at it will lead to a sort of world 
parity price for farm products, 
and avoid the danger of economic 
w arfare developing 
among 
the 
m ajor powers in 
the 
peace 
to 
come. 
It is hoped to reach agreem ents 
outlawing dumping and other un­ 
controlled m easures which are de­ 
signed to grab m arkets by under­ 
selling. 
Control of surpluses, and m eth­ 
ods of distributing such surpluses 
to those parts of the world where 
the products are needed, also is 
one of the problems which the con­ 
ference is ex pected to discus*. 
Russia wa3 one of the first al­ 
lies to whom the American govern­ 
m ent ex tended an invitation to a t­ 
tend tho conference. Invitations to 
the other United Nations are now 
going out. 
Meanwhile, British Foreign Sec­ 
retary Anthony Eden who has con­ 
cluded a two weeks round of talks 
in W ashington, was preparing to 
leave for Canada. 
As the talks came to a close, re­ 
sponsible sources on 
both 
sides 
emphasized that no definite com­ 
m itm ents had been made but th at 
the conversations had 
served 
a 
most useful purpose in giving the 
American 
and 
British 
govern­ 
m ents a clearer insight into what 
both were thinking in respect to 
the solution of postwar problems.

Hopkins took refuge in the house after he is alleged to have fatally 
shot Andrew G. Pierson, Fay ette county contractor, in the latter* 
barn y esterday . 
The beleaguered couple, Hopkins and his wife, sent out word by their 
pastor, the Rev. J. Archer Grey of Every body ’s church in Lex ington, 
th at they would kill the children 
and die together before they would 
subm it to capture. 
The problem of police, reinforc­ 
ed by 50 reserve state militiamen 
who 
m aintained a cordon 
about 
the house all night, was to capture 
Hopkins 
and 
his 
wife 
without 
harm ing the four children. 
They had asked the use of an 
arm y tank at the Avon Lex ington 
Signal depot, but m ilitary officials 
there said they did not have the 
authority to give permission. 
County 
police then obtained 
a 
highway truck and had a wide belt 
of arm or, with gun slits, welded 
about it on all sides. 
John S, Green, a 
tenant 
on 
Pierson's farm, was a witness of 
y esterday ’s killing. He said that 
someone had been prowling about 
Pierson’* barn Sunday night and

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUI­ 
NEA,

Lockheed 
Lightnings, the speedy two-m otor­ 
ed "glam or ships” of the allied 
fighter force, surrendered the spot­ 
light to the sturdy , older Curtiss 
P-40s in the smashing of the heavy 
Japanese raid on Oro bay , it was 
disclosed today . 
In the battle over the allied New 
Guinea base, in which well over 
two score enemy planes attem pt­ 
ed to overwhelm the 
allied base, 
the reliable K itty haw ks accounted 
for seven enemy planes destroy ed 
and ten probables out of the total 
of 25 Japanese fighters and bomb­ 
ers shot down or heavily damaged. 
The enemy form ation roared in 
at low level, apparently confident 
th a t their sheer force of numbers 
would overpower the defenses. But 
they more than m et their match. 
One of the first to greet them 
W'as Lieut. Bob Morse of Omaha, 
Neb., who shot three Zeros into 
the sea in a few minutes of furious 
fighting. 
He had previously been 
credited with 
one victim and is 
now near an ace rating. 
Capt. Ken Jones of Hawthorne, 
Cal., dove to within a few feet of 
the sea to send a dive bom ber the 
rest of the way . Then he rose and 
let go bursts at two more dive- 
bombers and a 
Zero. 
All 
were 
trailing smoke as 
they broke off 
the action and sought safety in the 
clouds.

Doughton (D) N. C., 
and that he is unequivocally oppos­ 
ed to the Ruml plan or any version 
of it. 
Simultaneously , it was learned 
that WUlkie has w ritten house Re­ 
publicans calling for passage of the 
Ruml plan, and urging the GOP 
to present a united front for the 
bill 
by 
Rep. Carlson (R) Kan., 
which embraces it. 
Showdown At Hand 
W ith titular leaders of the two 
m ajor parties clearing the atm os­ 
phere by their respective moves, 
rival house leaders again reiterat­ 
ed their opposition to any of the 
several compromise proposals be­ 
ing advanced, 
and called for a 
clear-cut showdown on the issues 
at stake. 
Republican Leader Joseph Mar­ 
tin Jr., said: 
"I think we have the votes to 
, pass the Carlson-Ruml plan and 
a compromise is out.” 
Doughton, who is chairman of 
the w ay s and means committee, 
asserted: 
"W e’ve got this Ruml tax heresy 
ticked in its tracks. 
We 
won t 
compromise.” 
Outcome In Doubt 
W hat the actual outcome 
will 
be was plainly in doubt, but it has 
agreed on all sides that the GGP, 
which entered the fight last week 
with a combfhed RepiflHiean-Demo- 
cratic strength estim ated at 223 
votes, now holds no such margin. 
Republicans privately conceded 
that a two-fisted, slashing attack 
on the Ruml plan made at the close 
of debate y esterday by Rep. Dis­ 
ney (D) Okla.. had stolen the ihow 
and cost them votes on both sides 
of the aisle. The Oklahoman, em­ 
ploy ing an adm ix ture of plain cow- 
country talk and fiscal erudition, 
spoke for an hour, and when he 
had finished the house rose and 
gave him a standing ovation.

The Daily Mail 
report,

was broadcast to Germany by the 
British radio, said that one of the 
men ex ecuted was a foreign office 
official identified as Scheiliba, a 
close friend of Hans Von Molkte, 
am bassador to Spain, 
who 
died 
last week in Madrid reportedly of 
appendicitis. 
The Daily Mail broadcast hint­ 
ed th at he had been a party to 
the alleged plot and 
had 
been 
liquidated by the Gestapo. 
Other high Nazi officials were 
reported to have been among those 
arrested. 


WLB “ Gets To ugh” With

WASHINGTON, March 30—The W ar Labor Board today warned 
John L. Lewis th at there should be no ex ceptions to labor’s "no strike” 
pledge as it served notice it would take jurisdiction in Lewis’ present 
dispute with coal operators whenever the WLB felt like it. 
The WLB, in a new get-tough policy , recognized th a t its own life was 
at stake in its impending clash with the UMW president, who is seek­ 
ing a $2-a-day wage increase for the nation’s 600,000 coal miners who 
belong to his union. 
"The first time th a t any employ er or union succeeds in defy ing the 
jurisdiction of the WLB," the board said in an official decision, "it fol­ 
lows th a t the board will cease be- ] --------------------*------------------------------ 
ing an effective tribunal for the 
B o m 
b s 
B O n H I 
final determ ination of wartim e la­ 
bor disputes." 
The decision was handed down 
in the case of IOO employ es of the 
Reuben H. Dennelley corporation 
of New 
York. 
However, 
board 
spokesmen said th a t it was intend­ 
ed for Lewis’ reading. They hailed 
it as a sign th at the WLB was pre­ 
pared to meet any challenge Lewis 
m ight have to offer. 
Lewis already has given notice 
th at he would try to scuttle the 
board’s Little Steel wage formula 
under which the 
UMW 
"boss" 
would be kept from getting his 
full demands 
of 
$2-a-day 
pay 
boost from the coal operators. 
Lewis also has indicated th at he 
may call a ‘‘strike’ of short dura­ 
tion if necessary to show the pow­ 
er of his union. He told the T ru­ 
man committee last week th at he 
was not necessarily bound by the 
“no-strike" pledge he and other 
union labor leaders signed in De­ 
cember, 19 41. He said 
th a t 
the 
governm ent had breached the ‘no­ 
strike” contract by allowing the 
WLB to institute the Little Steel 
Formula. 
Strike Threa t Fa des 
The th reat of Lewis calling a 
strike April I 
was 
dissipated, 
j however, following an agreem ent 
I between his union and the south­ 
ern operators on a 30 day ex ten­ 
sion of their contract which ex - 
I pli es tomorrow. 
The Donnelley corporation had 
I challenged the board s pow'er to 
take jurisdiction in its case. But 
the board took it over and in an

Public Member Way ne L. Morris 
said it had claim in all labor dis­ 
putes. 
"Obviously ,” the board decision 
said, "such a limited jurisdiction 
would not perm it any successful 
stabilizing of prices, 
wages

salaries affecting the cost of liv­ 
ing. . . . 
"The W ar Labor Board 
takes 
judicial notice of the fact th a t any 
labor dispute of whatever nature 
which threatens to result

WASHINGTON, March 30—Up­ 
wards of 50,000,000 U. S. smokers 
today were on the verge of losing 
their mild, moist and mellow cigar­ 
ets and taking ’em rough, coarse 
and dry . 
Gly cerine has gone to war, as 
the say ing goes; totally , com plete­ 
ly , IOO percent 
WPB 
Chairm an 
Donald M. Nelson has banned its 
use, beginning nex t Thursday , in 
cigarets, 
smoking 
and 
chewing 
tobacco. 
The order means, WPB officials 
said, 
th a t cigarets which 
have 
been becoming coarser and drier in 
recent months as 
m anufacturers 
cut down on the use of gly cerine, 
will become even more so when 
th at final drop is withdrawn. 
"They ll be 
drier to sta rt with 
and they will dry out faster," one 
of W PB’s 
tobacco 
ex perts said. 
"They won’t be palatable and they 
will not 
be 
as 
smooth on y our 
throat. 
They ’ll 
be 
coarser and 
rougher. 
"The order comes as no surprise, 
however. 
The Industry has been 
ex pecting it 
for several months. 
M anufacturers have been gradu­ 
ally cutting down and in 
March 
they received 
only 
one-third of 
their requirem ents in gly cerine." 
For the uninitiated, gly cerine is 
the stuff which holds the m oisture 
content 
in 
cigarets, 
smoking 
and chewing tobacco. It is mix ed 
with the tobacco — two percent 
per hundred 
pounds—before 
the 
leaf is shredded, serving as a lubri­ 
cant and keeping out dust.

NEW YORK — Uncle Sam is 
building mov ie theaters — lots of 
them. 
They are part of the building 
program to fit the needs of the 
Digger Ground Forces and Air 
Forces to be trained in 19 43. Ev en 
before more showhouses are pro­ 
v ided for the khaki-clad, Uncle 
Sam controls the largest chain of 
mov ie houses on earth. Half as 
many more will be spliced into that 
chain when the training program 
of the Army is at its peak. 
Not many months away will 
come the opening of the 1000th 
theater in the Army ’s chain. 
By 
then the Army will hav e 7 50,000 
scats for mov ie audiences within 
its camps and posts, and 6 ,7 50 per­ 
formances will be scheduled ev ery 
week. Military attendance In the 
official mov ie houses will be at a 
rate of 150,000,000 admissions a 
y ear. 
A growing percentage of the 
Army ’s mov ie fare is dedicated to 
training purposes. While the men 
see a multitude of shows for fun 
and relax ation, the Army also puts 
on a large number of "command 
performances.” In the quick, effi­ 
cient instruction of men in many 
skills, the training mov ie is tops. 


Cut Training Time 
Army instruction pictures 
training time for airmen, tanksters, 
infantry units and 
Army shop 
workers. A roomful of tense men 
swing 
and 
sway—and 
imagine 
themselves "shooting it 
out”—as a 
training film sets them right in the 
cockpit of a fighter plane taking 
after a Zero. Less exciting films 
deal with military customs, the up­ 
keep of Army trucks and the stor­ 
ing of equipment. 
From your fireside or from the 
house across the street Private Joe 
goes into a camp where movies are 
ser.ous business So if Joe himself 
’-As beer, a movie cameraman, a 
projectionist, a maker of animated 
cartoons, or even a highly skilled 
hobbyist in movies, it’s 
a good idea 
for him to tell all about that ex­ 
perience to the classification crew 
at camp. 
Still photography, too, has an 
im portant place in today s Army, 
and well qualified am ateurs as well 
as news photographers and other 
professionals are doing well in this 
section of the Signal Corps. 
Private Joe’s role may be to take 
down a rifle or grind 
the v alv es of 
a truck motor 
while the movie 
camera whirls. The star of today s

go up in lights. He won’t get the 
girl and the only close-up shots 
may show his hands or fingers in 
action, but it’s not a bad way to 
spend a few hours of the Army 
day. 
Those Mho Talk 
A limited number of selectees, 
Usted as having radio or commer­ 
cial movie experience, get speak­ 
ing parts in Army films. The sound 
is added at the Signal Corps pho­ 
tographic laboratory. This means 
that while the scenes are flashed 
on the studio screen, a narrator 
reads a carefully prepared script 
into a microphone, synchronizing 
the words with the action. 
Foreign language films spread 
what the Army has to say about 
training methods and the soldier’s 
specialized duties, for movies are 
important in lend-lease and good 
neighbor programs. 
"My men came into the Army 
mostly from garage or machine 
s h op w or k , ” says Sergt. Ken 
Coombs 
of 
the 
Quarterm aster 
Corps. His work is in the motor 
maintenance branch. 
"A few of them, however, came 
to the Army straight from techni­ 
cal school. Of course no two of the 
crew started with the same in­ 
struction or had the same type of 
experience. 
•Then, 
they 
were 
trained in 
nearly a dozen different camps be­ 
fore I had them assigned to me. 
Ordinarily that would have meant 
that every two or three men in the 
shop would have different ways of 
doing a job—and along with 
a few 
other headaches, that would sure 
ruin my record for keeping the 
trucks moving. 
“But the films fixed that for me. 


Ev ery man jack in the shop has 
been shown the right way to do the 
job, because wherev er they were 
before they came here, they saw 
the same ‘must’ mov ies as part of 
the replacement training course.”

exploded Bombs.” W ithout posing, 
special staging or m ascara,

British film takes Americans

; died by audacious and anonymous 
fighting men. 
Studios Help 
Hollywood’s 
technique 
counts, 
howev er, all through 
the Army ’s

The big-time s t u d i o s of the 
"movies-for-fun” field 
p r o d u c e d 
many of the pioneer training 
films. 
Particularly they b r o u g h t ani­ 
mated cartoon techniques into first 
aid, and the work of the cooks and 
bakers, and cleaning and 
caring for 
! firearms. 
From Hollywood also came for­ 
mer directors, camera men, elec­ 
tricians, and grips or handy-men, 
| swapping peacetime routines for 
movie-making in uniform. 
A big 
and busy crew of these technicians 
mans what was 
once the Famous 
Players-Lasky studio in Astoria, L. 
I. That studio is now the planning 
and m anufacturing center for th# 
| Army’s movie-screen university, 
j 
Aside from basic films in hy­ 
giene and first aid and the special­ 
ized i ns t r u c t i o n for technical 
troops, the Signal Corps movie­ 
makers now supply films to fit two 
other needs: 
1—News and documentary films, 
dealing with the meaning of 
the 
war and the history of our times. 
2—W’ar-scene films, showing 
in­ 
fantry men how to coordinate their 
work with the tanks and air forces, 
and v ice v ersa. 
Out bey ond this field of film pro­ 
duction for widespread use is the 
daily routine of mapping present 
and future battlefields, to plan fur­ 
ther operations and chart the en­ 
emy ’s mov ements.

A growing percentage of the 
Army’s movie fare is dedicated to 
training purposes. While the men 
see a multitude of shows for fun 
and relaxation, the Army also puts 
on a large number of “command 
performances.” In the quick, effi­ 
cient Instruction of men in many 
skills, the training movie is tops. 


Every man jack in the shop has 
been shown the right way to do the 
job, because wherever they were 
before they came here, they saw 
the same ‘must’ movies as part of 
the replacement training course.”

There are, howev er, all v arieties 
of books of this sort on the m ar­ 
ket, some of which are not so 
good. There are four kinds of 
"home doctor” books or “home 
doctor" articles: good, bad, indif­ 
ferent and dangerous. I ought to 
know something about it because 
I linv e to write an article of this 
kind ev ery weekday. Ev ery once 
in a blue moon I write a good a r­ 
ticle; mostly they are indifferent 
or bad, but I try not to make them 
dangerous. 
People frequently tell me that 
they read my articles religiously. 
The bert adv ice I can giv e 
them is 
what Dr. Oliv er Wendell Holmes 
said to a woman who liked to read 
doctor articles: “ Look out, some 
day you will die of a m isprint.” 
Generalities Dangerous 
There is some good adv ice in the 
January number of "Hygeia,” the 
health magazine of the American 
Medical Association, about these 
books. 
Suspect broad generalities. 
It 
ta impossible to make a statement 
which will cov er ev ery indiv idual 
instance of illness. The doctor, 
during his school days of training, 
spends most of his time learning 
to indiv idualize. 
Ov ersimplifica­ 
tion of health rules usually means 
that the rules are worthless. 
Be critical of instructions. Medi­ 
cal authors who tell you what me­ 
dicine or treatment to take with­ 
out any qualifications are likely to 
^et you into trouble. Ev en if you 
ire adv ised on what to eat— which 
is fairly safe— you should 
check 
with your doctor. 
Nev er accept a medical writer's 
diagnosis. The conserv ativ e and 
ethical writer on health will at­ 
tem pt to giv e instructions about 
the working of the body, 
but when 
he 
leads you 
to attem pt self- 
diagnosis arid self-treatm ent, look 
out. 
A recent experience of mine il­ 
lustrates the danger of this ten­ 
dency on the part of the public. I 
w'rote an article in which I men­ 
tioned the trace elements in foods. 
This was done simply to announce 
research and adv ances in medicine.

The conservative aud 
ethical writer on health will at­ 
tempt to give instructions about 
the working of the body, but whi n 
he leads you to attempt self- 
diagnosis and self-treatm ent, look 
out.

This was done simply to announce 
research and advances in medicine.

IT IS VITAL th is y ear th at a 
Victory vegetable garden be a 
success. Th e righ t start la of ut­ 
most Importan ce an d th is mean s 
proper preparation of th e soil be­ 
fore th e seeds are plan ted. Th e 
better th e con dition of th e soil be­ 
fore th e seeds are sown , th e better 
th e results will be at h arvest time. 
Seeds grow more readily In a fin e, 
well-prepared soil th an in a coarse 
or lumpy on *. 
If th e Victory garden area Is 
large en ough it sh ould be plowed 
an d h arrowed but if th e area is 
small it can be spaded by h an d. 
As illustrated In th e accompan y ­ 
in g Garden -Graph a diggin g fork 
Is ex cellen t for th is purpose. Sin k 
th e tin es of th e fork straigh t 
down into the aoli. When th e fork 
is th rust In to th e groun d at a n 
an gle th e proper depth is n ot 
a chiev ed, a nd when the so il Is 


turn ed It does n ot adeq uately bury 
weeds or oth er refuse. Th e soil 
sh ould be turn ed up to a depth 
of at least 6 or 8 In ch es. 
Th e greatest mistake n ew gar­ 
den ers usually make wh en turn ­ 
in g up soli Is In takin g too large 
a "bite” with fork or spade. Th is 
n aturally makes th e work un n ec­ 
essarily h eavy an d tirin g. Start 
first with 3 to 4-ln ch slices. 
In turn in g over a forkful of soil, 
break It up th orough ly as illus­ 
trated. Turn in g an d breakin g up 
th e soli correctly h elps to kill 
most of th * weeds. It also loosen s 
an d aerates th * soil an d gives it 
a greater moisture h oldin g capac­ 
ity . Deep turn in g of th e soil also 
h elp* to brin g th * plan t food up 
from th * lower levels, th us mak­ 
in g it more available for th e roots 
of th e Vltco ry vegetable*
